New York, Oct. 2%.—Clifford B. Harmon, 
the millionaire aeronaut, announces that he 
will pay ä reward of $1,000 to the person 
who discovers Alan R. Hawley and Augustus 
Post of New York, the two daring navigators 
of the balloon America II. 

Mr. Harmon made this offer. tonight,

list with that amount and that be hoped 
others would contribute to such a fund. 

The board of governors of the Aero club 
of America, it is expected, will also offer 
a reward for the rescue of the missing men,

more men to take part in the search. 


Balloon Not to Hunt Mate? 

St. Louis, Mo,. Oct. 25.—[ Special. Present 
indications are that the project of having the 
balloon St: Louls III. start from Sault Ste. 
Marie on a hunt for the missing crew of the 
balloon America II. will not be carried out. 

St. Louis von Phu! and Joseph M. O'Reilly, 
the crew who sailed the Million Population 
club balloon in the race in which the America 
was lost are ready to start on their trip over 
the Canadian wilds at any time the Aero 
Club of America decides to ask them to do so. 

The scheme is not supported by any con- 
siderable number of practical aeronauts, 
however, for the reason that even should the 
searchers in the balloon strike identically 
the same air currents as those which bore 
Post and Hawley to disaster they would be 
unable to watch the ground undes them 
closely enough to make certain that they had 
made a complete search.

Formed to Gauge Sentiment. 
The new Suffrage pariy will not present a 


@icket this fall or next spring or any other 


time. Its main purpose is to gauge the sentl- 
ment in Illinois for women's votes. Mrs. 
Stewart explained it thus: 

“The membership of the various euffrage 
clubs in Illinois is not a correct indication 
of how people feel toward suffrage. To be- 
long to one means the paying of dues. There 
are tundreds of thousands of people who 
want women to have the ballot, yei are not 
members of suffrage clubs.“ 

Mre. Stewart said she had hoped the three 
women who imcorpora the party would 
wait unti] the state convention at Elgin on 
Nov. 10 and 11. A legal status was to be one 
of the big issues. She thought it would be 
better to let all the suffragists know about it 
before steps were taken so that they could 
express themselves.
